Iu the 
suit of the Eshelby Tobacco company 
agalust the Hurley Tobacco /Society, 
it ailegea that hurley tobacco ia only 
worth S caata a pound, and In that ault 
it aakad that tha aoolatjr ha aonpalled 
to rataad tha dUtoranca between • 
cenU and 17 caata.
